WASHINGTON (AP) - President 
Carter's nomination of Robert 
Mendelsohn to a high Interior 
Department post was withdrawn 
Friday after a California agency an­ 
nounced plans to sue him in connec­ 
tion with an alleged scheme to 
launder campaign funds. 
Interior Secretary Cecil Andrus 
announced the withdrawal of the 
nomination and said it was at 
Mendelsohn’s request. 
At the White House, assistant 
press secretary Claudia Townsend 
said the withdrawal would be ac­ 
cepted, but that the White House had 
no other comment. 
The California Fair Political Prao 
tices Commission said it planned to 
file suit against Mendelsohn on Mon­ 
day alleging “ widespread v iolations 


of California's campaign disclosure 
laws.” 
Andrus said he felt certain 
Mendelsohn would be ex onerated awl 
he would resubmit Mendelsohn's 
name at that time. 
In a statement issued through the 
Interior Department, 
Mendelsohn 
said the action by the California 
agency was “ wrong and totally un­ 
just.” 
“ I intend to fight it with ev ery 
fiber of my being and to seek the 
justice which only clear ex oneration 
in court of law can prov ide.” 
Mendelsohn was nominated to be 
undersecretary of Interior for policy , 
budget and administration 
His 
nomination has been controv ersial 
since it was submitted. 
Mendelsohn called the California 


commission’s action “ a total cop­ 
out” and said it was a “ politically 
appointed” commission. 
He said 1» v oluntarily took a lie 
detector ex amination and that it sup­ 
ported his contention that he had 
done nothing wrong. 
“ The results of that test were 
made av ailable to the commission,” 
he said. 
Mendelsohn is accused of being 
n egligen t in su p erv isin g the 
reporting activ ities of his 19 74 cam­ 
paign committee. He ran unsucces­ 
sfully for state controller. 
A spokesman for the Interior 
Department said the post Men­ 
delsohn was to hav e filled would re­ 
main open “ on a permanent basis. ” 
The California commission said it 
planned to file the suit against 


Mendelsohn, his campaign commit­ 
tee and fiv e other indiv iduals. 
“ We hav e uncov ered what we 
believ e to be v ery serious v iolations 
of the campaign disclosure law,” 
com m ission 
chairm an 
Daniel 
Lowenstein cold a news conference. 


The commission said $26 ,500 was 
funneled into Mendelsohn's unsuc­ 
cessful campaign for state controller 
and that “ a conspiracy to cov er up 
the true source of the money still ex ­ 
ists. ” 
Lowenstein said there is no direct 
ev idence that Mendelsohn was part 
of that conspiracy or had knowledge 
of the true source of the $26 ,500. 
But, Lowenstein added, “ on the 
other hand, there certainly is a great 
deal of circumstantial ev idence 


that Mendelsohn knew the source of 
the $26 ,500. 


Carter has said Mendelsohn’s ap­ 
pointment, made last May , would not 
be approv ed if the allegations of 
wrongdoing are prov en against him. 


Neither Mendelsohn, who has 
repeatedly denied any wrongdoing in 
connection with his campaign 
fin an ces, nor C arter’s press 
spokesm en were im m ediately 
av ailable for comment. 
The suit will name Mendelsohn, 
three campaign officials, one of 
Mendelsohn’s friends an3 the presi­ 
dent of Transcentury Properties 
Inc., the dev elopment company 
which state officials contend was the 
source of the money , Lowenstein 
said.

SEOUL, South Korea (AP) The 
thirty tons of dy namite aboard a 
freight train which ex ploded Friday , 
killed at least 45 persons and injured 
about 1,000 others in the city of Iri. 
authorities reported. 
The thunderous blast at the 
railroad station ripped the roof off a 
nearby theater where some 700 
persons were listening to a Korean 
singer. Rescue workers reported 


finding 15 bodies in the theater and 
police said they feared the death toll 
would climb as the search continued 
in the city 120 miles south of Seoul. 
About 4,000 buildings — nearly one- 
fifth of all the buildings in the city of 
120,000 — suffered some damage, ac­ 
cording to police. 
The ex plosion was heard for a dis­ 
tance of 10 miles and carv ed a crater 
6 0 feet deep. 


Police said fires touched off by the 
blast at 9 p.m. (7 a.m. EST) were 
brought under control after two 
hours with the help of fire crews sent 
in from two adjacent cities. 
Power and water supplies were 
disrupted by the blast, which was one 
of South Korea's worst railway dis­ 
asters.

FBI digs in,

SAN FRANCISCO (AP) - Nearly 
three-quarters of the $2 million 
worth of precious gems stolen from a 
San Francisco dealer in Seattle last 
month were found buried in the 
Berkeley hills on Friday by the FBI. 
Agents said dealer Victor Nash 
identified the dirt-encrusted jewels 
as those stolen from him at gunpoint 
in a Seattle motel parking lot on Oct. 
24 
U.S. Attorney General Griffin 
Bell, here on other business, an­ 
nounced recov ery of the gems at a 
news conference. 
Charles R McKinnon, special FBI 
agent in charge, would not disclose 
how the FBI learned of the location 
of the buried gems or ex actly where 
they were found but said it was “ not 
a v ery inhabited area.” 
Eighty percent of the missing 
gems are now accounted for, the FBI 
said. On Oct. 28 , som e were 
recov ered when the FBI arrested 
fiv e persons for questioning about 
the robbery after an undercov er 
agent made arrangements to buy 
$200,000 worth of the jewels for 
$6 0,000 during a meeting at San Fran­ 
cisco’s hilltop landmark, Coit Tower. 
The four men and one woman were 
later charged with receiv ing and 
concealing stolen property and hav e 
pleaded innocent to the charges. 
McKinnon did not say whether ad­ 
ditional arrests were ex pected after 
Friday ’s recov ery of about $1.5 
million worth of the gems.

WASHINGTON (AP) - House and 
Senate energy conferees gav e un­ 
animous but tentativ e approv al Fri­ 
day to the bulk of President Carter's 
plan to make power plants and in­ 
dustries switch from oil and natural 
gas to coal. 
The compromise bill could send 
electricity prices soaring to con- 
i sumers in areas where power plants 
now burn large quantities of these 
fuels. 


It would prohibit new plants from 
burning oil or natural gas, giv e the 
gov ernment the power to force ex ­ 
isting plants to shift to coal and 
generally prohibit any use of natural 
gas by utilities after 199 0 
Although the legislation is a com­ 
promise between a tougher bill pas­ 
sed by the House and a milder Senate 
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v ersion, it contains most of the coal- 
conv ersion prov isions sought by the 
president. 
Conference Chairman Rep. Harley 
Staggers, D-W Va., who met with 
Carter shortly before the panel 
acted, said the compromise ap­ 
peared acceptable to the administra­ 
tion. He predicted Carter would sign

McBride said that no negotiations 
have been held since the strike 
started at 12:01 a.m. on Nov. 1. No

Negotiations 
between represen­

Steelworkers Local 7800 started ear­ 
ly in September and were being held 
as the first workers walked off their 
jobs. 
In addition to the Kaiser hospital in 
Fontana and clinic in Ontario, the 
strike involves another 50 employees 
in Riverside and San Bernardino 
clinics. 
The strikers include licensed 
vo ca tio n a l n urses, c le ric a l, 
maintenance and dietary workers. 
This walkout follows on the heels 
of a strike last August when 
registered nurses also left their jobs 
in a wage dispute. The nurses have 
since settled their dispute.

Parents who 
continue from one semester to the 
next are given first priority, followed 
by parents with the most class units 
and then families with both parents 


in school. 
To avoid disruption of the chil­ 
dren’s educational programs, the 
center staff accepts youngsters for a 
minimum of three consecutive hours 
a day and at least two days each 
week. 
A fee of $5 covers the child’s 
registration and insurance costs. 
Hourly rates for the care have also 
been kept to a minimum at 50 cents 
per hour. Center hours are 6:30 a.m. 
to 5 p.m. during the regular school 
year 
A complete kitchen is included in 
the new building. There is also office 
space for the director and staff, and 
storage areas for supplies and toys. 
Students make applications for 
their children when they register for 
their own classes each semester 
Further information may be ob­ 
tained by calling the Child Develop­ 
ment Center.

GREAT LAKES, 111. (AP) - Elijah Fo ster jo in ed the 
Nav y after three y ears o f high scho o l an d o n e y ear o f 
ju n io r co llege. Bu t a Nav y test so o n determin ed be 
co u ldn ’t read at the seco n d grade lev el. 
“When the safety o f men at sea might dep en d o n 
so meo n e’s ability to read a warn in g sign , we can ’t fo o l 
aro u n d,” said Chief Petty Officer T.G. Bin kley . 
So Fo ster, 2 0, a recru it fro m Chester, Pa., n ear Phila­ 
delp hia, was assign ed to an in ten siv e, fiv e-week remedial 
readin g p ro gram headed by Bin kley . 
The p ro gram, o n e o f three the Nav y has dev elo p ed sin ce 
1967. gradu ates abo u t 9 75 o f the 1,5 00 recru its en terin g it 
each y ear. Abo u t 92 p ercen t o f the gradu ates then go o n to 
co mp lete basic train in g an d beco me sailo rs, Nav y figu res 
in dicate 
“When they to ld me I co u ldn ’t begin basic (train in g) u n ­ 
til I p assed the readin g co u rse, I was lo o kin g fo r the gate. 
I wan ted o u t,” Fo ster remembered. “I was v ery de­ 
p ressed.” 
Bu t the p ro gram, fro m which Fo ster gradu ated last 
Friday , p aid o ff. Fo ster’s readin g lev el ro se n early three 
grades. Sco res o n su bseq u en t ex ams q u alified him fo r ad­ 
ditio n al scho o lin g. He also was n amed a leader in his 
basic train in g gro u p . 
“Chief Bin kley an d the teachers go t o n o u r cases p retty 
hard,” the train ee remembered. “If we didn 't learn , they 
ju st kep t with u s till we go t it. They were like bro thers, 
they cared. 
“That n ev er hap p en ed in (p u blic) scho o l. The teachers 
ju st said what they had to say an d if we didn ’t get it, to o 
bad. 
“I can read n o w. That’s really so methin g," he co n ­ 
clu ded. 
Bin kley say s the Nav y , at times, can do better at 
teachin g readin g than p u blic scho o ls becau se "we hav e 
better discip lin e, we hav e in stru cto rs in fro n t o f these kids 
all the time, we su p erv ise their ho mewo rk." Bu t he ad­ 
mitted that dep ressio n co u ld be a p ro blem. 
“Bu t wo u ldn ’t y o u be dep ressed if y o u wen t thro u gh 
high scho o l an d co u ldn ’t p ass a basic readin g test?" 
Bin kley asked. “Yo u sho u ld hear p aren ts scream when we 
tell them their so n can ’t read." 
The Nav y say s 3 p ercen t o f its recru its can 't p ass basic 
readin g tests, altho u gh mo st hav e high scho o l dip lo mas 
an d so me hav e atten ded u p to fo u r y ears o f co llege. 
“I thin k mu ch o f the p ro blem began in the 60s when 
scho o l sy stems startin g adv an cin g kids to o easily ," said 
Cmdr. R.D. Ay dt, ex ecu tiv e o fficer o f the Nav y bo o t 
camp here. 
Still, 35 p ercen t o f recru its who en ter the p ro gram do n 't 
gradu ate. 
“It breaks my heart,” Bin kley said. “We try ev ery thin g 
we can , bu t there’s a p o in t where y o u hav e to giv e u p "

N EW YO RK (A P) - 
Evangelist Billy Graham 
says he doubts he’ll ever 
r e tir e but th at age 
probably will force him to 
give up his m assive 
crusades in five or six 
years. He says his family 
history indicates he’ll die 
in the next 10 years but 
that he looks forward to it. 
i ’ll be glad to get ,away 
from the pressures under 
which I live every day and 
get in the presence of 
Christ.’’ he says. “ And I 
hope He lets me rest a 
while and then gives me 


Bill Hearst, his son, later 
told me what he thought 
happened. He said he 
thought that his father was 
very interested in religion 
and that his father had 
come to the tent and had 
listened to me preach ... 
that he and Marion Davies 
(the actress who was 
Hearst’s long-time mis­ 
tress) cam e' 
(By 1952. worried about 
the money-reaping image 
of mass evangelism , 
Graham said he consulted 
leaders of the then Federal 
Council of Churches about 
how to avoid that image.) 
“ ...And I said. “ I ’ll never 
hold another meeting 
where love offerings are 
taken. I want you and your 
staff to draw up a plan 
where an evangelist like 
myself can operate and 


have financial integrity 
and not take love offerings 
and not have this emphasis 
on money. 
“ They drew up a plan 
that we would incorporate 
and that each of us be paid 
a salary and that salary 
would be published. And 
that the corporation would 
pay our expenses in addi­ 
tion to our salary. That’s 
how we started the Billy 
Graham Evangelistic As­ 
sociation.” 
Q. “ It seems to me that 
there’s a danger that Billy 
Graham would not be see- 
ing enough o rd in ary 
people.’’ 
A. “ There is definitely 
that danger and I have to 
work at it. I was talking to 
Johnny Cash about it ... 
and he said, ‘Billy I always 
feel that I have to get with

another job somewhere 
else because 1 really 
believe that I ’m going to a 
literal heaven.” 


Graham. 58, made his re­ 
marks in a three-hour, 
taped interview at his 
mountaintop home near 
Montreat, N.C., with David 
Lawrence, editor of the 
C h arlo tte 
O bserver. 
Following are question and 
answer excerpts: 


Q. 
“ You must get 
physically and mentally 
exhausted. How do you 
keep up with this sort of 
pace?” 


A 
“ This may sound 
strange in a way but I can 
only explain It through 
prayer. 1 believe because 
my work is Jinown in many 
parts of the World that peo­ 
ple pray for us every day. 
And I just feel sustained 
supernaturally. I ’m not a 
strong person. I never have 
been a very strong per­ 
son.”

“ W ill you ever 
retire?” 


the ordinary common peo­ 
ple two or three times a 
year so that I don’t lose 
that touch.’ And I feel the 
same way, except I am 
with ordinary people more 
than people think because 
a great part of my life is 
spent counseling people 
with their problems . . . 
“ But here’s a problem, if 
I meet a president or if I 
meet an Arnold Palmer, or 
play golf w ith Ja c k 
Nicklaus, that gets in the 
newspaper and people say 
well, he’s hobnobbing with 
presidents and famous peo­ 
ple, when 90 per cent of the 
people I see are not famous 
at all...” 
Q. “ Did you know 
(Elvis) Presley?” , 
A. “ No, I never met him. 
But I believe I will see him 
in heaven because Elvis 
Presley was very deeply 
religious, especially the 
last two or three years ... 
he, even when he was a 
boy, always wanted to be a 
preacher. That was a side 
of Elvis Presley, I think, 
people didn’t know.” 
(Graham said he saw an 
“ evangelical 
awakening” 
in the country.) 
“ I think a lot of young 
people today are searching 
for a purpose and a mean­ 
ing and they want the sense 
of security that faith in 
Christ can bring. I mean if 
I know if I die today that I 
am going to heaven im­ 
mediately, then this af­ 
fects my life here. Aral I ’m 
pretty sure in the next 10 
years I ’ll die because of the 
history of my family, my 
father, his two brothers.,. 
“ ...I look forward to it. I 
mean death to me offers no 
fear at all — it only has 
anticipation.” ’ 


A “ I don’t think that I 
can retire as long as there 
is a spiritual need, and 
there'll always be one. ( I’ll 
continue) as long as the 
Lord has given me the 
strength to communicate 
the Gospel. Then if I do 
retire from these big mas­ 
sive crusades — which I ’m 
sure I will in the next five 
or six years because I 
won’t have the physical 
strength to do them — I ’ll 
probably write. I love to 
write...” 


(Graham told of his 
beg inn in g s 
in

evangelism in 1949 at a 
time when he says it was in 
the “ Elm er Gantry peri­ 
od” and associated with 
emotional, 
anti-intellec^ 
tualism.)

AUGUSTA, Maine (AP) 
— If a person enjoys an ac­ 
tive sex life or drinks too 
many cola soft drinks, he 
may have to pay higher in­ 
surance premiums — if he 
gets a policy at all, say two 
insurance executives. 
The executives testified 
at a hearing Thursday 
before Superior Court 
Justice Lewis Naiman. The 
judge 
is considering 
w h eth er to issue a 
prelim inary 
injunction 
blocking enforcement of a 
new law meant to restrict 
the scope of consumer 
credit investigations. 
The 
law 
is 
being 
challenged by Equifax Ser­ 
vices Inc., a credit in­ 
vestigation firm . 
Equifax claim s the law, 
which bars collection of 
information on a person’s 
lifestyle, political affilia­ 
tion, philosophy, race or 
religion and allows cus­ 
tomers to obtain copies of 
files compiled about them, 
is vague and violates the 
credit firm ’s freedom of 
speech. 
Among witnesses testify­ 
ing for Equifax were 
Gaylord Paine, senior vice 
president of Connecticut 


Mutual Life Insurance Co., 
and Ronald M arshall, a 
vice president of Paul 
Revere Life Insurance Co. 


Both said that without 
personal inform ation, it 
would be difficult to tell 
which customers are high 
risks and the cost of in­ 
surance could be forced up 
for all customers. 


On Oct. 24, the day the 
law was to have taken ef­ 
fect, Naiman issued a tem­ 
porary order blocking tbe 
attorney general’s office 
from enforcing the law. 
Naiman continued the 
temporary restraining 
order late Thursday, 
pending completion of the 
hearing 
sometime next 


Marshall testified that 
the law might restrict in­ 
form ation his company 
could co n sid er v ita l 
because the m aterial was 
dated. 
He cited the hypothetical 
case of a “ notorious 
playboy ” who settled down 
eight ye ars ago and 
married, but who recently 
divorced. M arshall said 
that a record of past dal­ 
liances turned up in an 


investigation would make 
the 
individual 
“ more 
suspect.” 
He also cited the case of 
a woman who drank eight 
quarts of Coca-Cola daily, 
and then needed sleeping 
pills each night. 
The attorney general’s 
office had no witnesses, 
but submitted affidavits 
from a woman who alleged 
that Inaccuracies in a 1975 
Equifax 
investigation 
caused cancellation of her 
car insurance. 
A ssistan t 
A ttorney 
General Peter Bickerman 
later said the affidavits 
were submitted to show 
that the public would suf­ 
fer more than Equifax if a 
prelim inary 
injunction 
were granted He said the 
law seeks to protect an in­ 
dividual’s right to privacy. 


Paine said that in order 
to set fair premiums, an 
underwriter must have in­ 
formation to estimate a 
custom er’s lifespan. He 
said credit reports are 
n ever used to deny 
coverage or to raise rates 
but only serve to warn a 
company to check further. 


He said, for example, 


that political affiliation 
would be important if a 
person were a member of 
the American Nazi party 
or the Weathermen. He 
said such groups are 
considered prone to 
violence and members 
would be greater in­ 
surance risks. 
Paine said that a per­ 
son’s m ortality is affected 
by fam ily and m edical 
history, how he conducts 
his life, the use of alcohol 
and drugs, his driving 
record, hobbies and his 
occupation.

It happened in Pomona 


Probably the first ecological protest ever written in 
America is an old, old poem which starts with the impas­ 
sioned plea: “ Woodsman spare that tree; touch not a 
single bough.” And down through the years, conser­ 
vationists the country over have been loudly quoting it the 
minute they see anyone with axe in hand strolling in a 
suspicious manner near some unsuspecting tree. 
But here in Pomona in 1904, instead of the Woodsmen, it 
was our City Trustees who were being severly chastized 
for their tree cutting activities. Nature lovers who 
resided in the vicinity of North Gordon street were giving 
them the business in no uncertain terms. It was the age- 
old controversy which, stnce man first acquired a thin 
veneer of civilization, has been repeating itself over and 
over again Which comes first, civic improvement or the 
preservation of God’s noble handiwork? And by October 
7, 1904, it had become a seven day wonder The City 
Fathers won the battle, of course, but according to the 
Pomona Daily Review, thereby lost the war The final 
chapter in that ecological struggle read as follows: 
“ The indignation that has reigned in the breasts of resi­ 
dents on North Gordon Street for a week past, while the 
superb shade trees there have been cut down to make way 
for cement curbing, has subsided but has not died away. 
Out of this good results for other parts of the city may 
come It is doubtful that any more street improvements 
will compel the demolition of shade trees that have 
required years of care to produce. ”

QUESTION: Could you 
tell me the value of an old 
broad ax? I have one exact­ 
ly like the ax shown in the 
enclosure. The man I 
bought this ax from told 
me that his grandfather 
used it to build a barn 
about 1850. It appears to 
have been hand made. Are 
these old tools of interest 
to collectors? W.S. 
ANSWER: They certain­ 
ly are. Countless men are 


serious tool collectors 
without 
realizing 
it. 
because few are ever will­ 
ing to discard an old tool no 
matter how worn or ob­ 
solete it becomes. Hand 
tools — p articu larly 
woodworking tools — are 
the most widespread type 
collected. 
Today, it isn’t unusual 
for an early broad ax in 
good condition to fetch $35. 
These were used to rough 
out logs into beams, 
rafters and trusses. The 
broad ax was made in a 
variety of sizes and shapes, 
oftentimes having quite 
short handles. 


QUESTION: 
Although 
your column explicitly 
states that photos submit­ 
ted should be in black and 
white. I am enclosing a 
35mm color slide, as this 
item would lose its effec­ 
tiveness if it were pictured 
in black and white. 
This plate was a wedding 
gift, purchased in either 
Bangkok where we were 
married or in Hong Kong. 
We have no idea how old it 
might be. Any information 
you can give us will be ap­ 
preciated.

ANSWER: It appears 
that you have an extremely 
fine piece of Cloisonne 
work which features a 
brightly enameled floral 
design on a metal ground. 
The Chinese and later the 
Japanese have been out­ 
standing practitioners of 
the cloisonne art for cen­ 
turies. And because of the 
demand for this ware to­ 
day. thev produce more of 
it than the rest of the world 
put together. The quality of 
the new ware is excellent. 
Many experts agree that 
new pieces are technically 
superior to earlier exam­ 
ples, since today’s have 
fewer inperfections — 
namely pits and pock 
marks in the enamel, finer 
finishings and sturdier 
workmanship.

For a few hours every Saturday morning, the rifle 
ranee at the Pomona Police Training Academy echoes to 
the flat crack of .22 caliber rifles as members of the 
Pomona Elks Junior Rifle Club go through their training 
and practice. 
, 
. 
Lying prone on the firing line, the young marksmen, 
boys and girls from 10 to 20 years of age. sight in on their 
targets at 50 feet or 50 yards distance, then, on a signal 
from the instructor, open fire. After several rounds have 
been fired, the traditional command rings out: 
Cease 
fire! Ground rifles! Open actions! Pick up the brass^ 
After gathering the expended cartridge cases, the 
shooters walk down the range to retrieve their targets 
and put up new ones. The results are not a surprise, since 
each marksman has at his elbow a 20-power spotting 
scope into which he peers after each shot. 
The Pomona Elks Junior Rifle Club is a member ot the 
Southern California Junior Rifle League which has 17 
clubs from Oxnard to San Diego. They hold 23 competitive 
matches a year, including three training matches for 


The Pomona group is a registered junior club with the 
National Small Bore Rifle Matches held each year at 
Camp Perry, Ohio. Star of the club is Tim 0 Daley of 
Hacienda Heights who last summer scored in the nation s 
top 12 at Camp Perry. Because of this, he was part of a 
team that the NRA sent to England to compete with the 
British National Rifle Association. 
Junior rifle club members are required to go through a 
safetv course on the care and handling of firearms and to 
take a National Rifle Association final examination on 
safety rules. They then take part in matches and 
recreational shooting, earning points toward badges 
which are sewn on the back of the shooting jacket. 
The colorful patches mark the progress of the young 
shooters - Pro-Marksman, Marksman, Sharpshooter 
(with bars for scores recorded prone, kneeling and sit­ 
ting), Expert and Distinguished Expert. 
"The patch award has a nice feedback educationally, 
says Elvin Tinkham, one of the instructors. "It lets a kid 
watch his progress.” 
. 
The rifles are issued to the Pomona Elks Junior Hdlc 
Club by the U.S. Army D irector of Civilian 
Marksmanship; the club bought the spotting scopes. 
“We try to discourage parents from buying rifles until 
the youngster has been in the program awhile, a year <>r 
two. and decides he’s really into it,” says Lynn Dotson, 
another instructor. The third instructor, Jim Campbell, 
said that an investment in a good rifle, harness scope, 
jacket, ammunition box and other equipment could run as 
high as $1,000. 
The three men designed and built the target frames so 
they can be erected at either 50 feet or 50 yards, a flex­ 
ibility that most Southern California ranges do not 
provide. 
.

Membership in the Pomona Elks Junior Rifle ( lub is 
open to all valley boys and girls from 10 to 20, and the 
safety classes can be joined at any time. The fee is $2 or 
a five-week course, which includes books, ammunition, 
targets and the use of rifle and scope. 
A typical member of the club is Tinkham’s daughter, 
Janelle. a 14-year-old sharpshooter with long blonde hair 
that tumbles across her colorful, patch-emblazoned 
jacket. 
Asked how she liked marksmanship, she said 
»nthusiastically, “It’s fun! I really like it. We learn how 
o handle firearms safely. And the matches are the fun- 
lest of all.”

Remember the good old 
days of TV. when NBC was 
unmatched in its presenta- 
tion of slick one-hour 
entertainment? We re not 
rem iniscing about the 
box’s golden era 
when 
drama was live and com- 
edv was funny. 
We’re talking about the 
color age of the mid­ 
sixties. when production 
budgets were broadened to 
make people who bought a 
color set feel like they 
were getting something for 
their monev. Big, classy 
shows with top stars, crisp 
dialogue, strong plots and 
heart-stopping exteriors. I 
Spy comes chiefly to mind, 
followed by the likes of 
Run for Your Life and 
Nam e of the 
Nothing serious, just good 
meat and potatoes televi­ 
sion. Fun stuff. 
Sniffing through NBC s 
fall roster this year, you 
will find little of that sort 
of show They’re too expen­ 
sive these days. Perhaps 
the only solid one coming 
in for a return engagement 
is The Rockford Files, but 
that must be credited to 
James Garner, who is such 
a master of light comedy 
that I even get a chuckle 
out of his Polaroid com­ 
mercials. 
Rosetti and Ryan at first 
seemed like a ciass-A 
throwback to the sixties. 
The concept, is just swell: 
tw o sw ing in g young 
criminal lawyers, un­ 
abashed sexists cheerfully 
competing for broads and 
one-liners on their way to 
solving a seemingly impos­ 
sible case every week 
They 
d riv e 
a 
‘57 
Thunderbird. They hang 
out at Arnie’s, a greasy 
deli, instead of fancy 
bistros. And the characters 
are tight and well-played. 
Tony Roberts, fresh from 
Broadway and Woody 
Allen movies, is Joe Roset­ 
ti. a brash courtroom 
magician. Squire Fridell is 
the shy lovable Frank 


Ryan, who is terrified of 
speaking up in court but is 
a 
crack 
investigator. 
There’s even a clever 
judge (William Marshall) 
who tells the defense and 
prosecution attorneys what 
they're going to say before 
they can say it. 
I enjoved the pilot film 
and first couple of episodes 
of Rosetti and Ryan. But as 
I continue to tune in. I find 
my 
a p p e tite 
for 
it 
diminishing, much like try­ 
ing to finish the second half 
of a Big Mac if you slow 
down and think about what 
you’re eating. For the 
show fails to adhere to the 
fundamentals of good 
writing, something for 
which a trunkload of cute 
gimmicks cannot compen­ 
sate. 
The mystery plots are 
limp and obvious. In one 
recent episode, in which a 
director of commercials 
was accused ot attacking a 
16-year-old girl, the villain 
was tipped off to the 
audience about 15 minutes 
into the show. 
What followed was a 
good 30 minutes of pad­ 
ding. much of it consumed 
by R ya n ’s stalling in 
cou rt w h ile R o s e t ti 
served subpoenas. Not only 
did Ryan bore everyone in 
court but he lost much of 
A m e rica too. 
And I 
couldn't for the life of me 
figure out why H E wasn't 
out doing the legwork 
w h ile 
R o s e tti. 
the 
courtroom whiz, did some 
entertaining stalling 
Suffice it to say that 
Rosetti’s denoument was 
not only not worth waiting 
for but downright silly. I 
will not go into it in detail, 
but I will disclose that it in­ 
volved a chimpanzee. 
Not only does Rosetti 
and Ryan fail to live up to 
our expectations for a slick 
lawyer show, it s sub par 
as basic lawyer fare. Perry 
Mason, minus one-liners 
and theatrics, stayed a 
step ahead of the audience 
week in and week out.
